W illiam Blakemon, 
colored, 
who 
was charged in a grand jury indict­ 
ment during the last term of court 
with blackmail, will hav e to remain 
in jail until the nex t term of court, 
four weeks hence. 
The writ of hab­ 
eas corpus, filed by Blakemon’s at­ 
torney s in an attempt to free him. 
failed. 
J udge Blair announced fol­ 
lowing the argument that Blakemon 
would be held on his order until the 
nex t term. 
This is the first writ of 
habeas corpus proceedings that has 
been filed in the Rush circuit 
court 
for a number of y ears. 
After J udge Blair had rendered his 
decision, he announced that he would 
call a special session of the grand 
jury for the first term of court to 
inv estigate the Blakemon case, and 
return another indictment, if it found 
one should be returned. 
This order 
was made so that Blakemon would 
not hav e to remain in jail all summer 
on an order of the 
court. 
There 
would be no regular session of the 
grand jury until the September term 
of court. 
Following 
inferences 
made 
by 
Blakemon’s attorney s, during the ar­ 
gument of the writ, that the grand 
jury indictment was returned to de­ 
fend a civ il action, in which Blake­ 
mon and the prosecuting witness in 
the criminal case, 
Marion McCann, 
are the principals'. J udge Blair said in 
announcing his desision that he would 
return a v erdict on the promise that 
such a thing was not the case. 
“ If the indictment were returned,” 
said J udge BJ air, “ for the purpose of 
defeating tlie civ il case pending in 
this court, it is too bad, and I hav e 
the most utter contempt for such 
practice. 
But the grand jury re­ 
turned this indictment regularly and 
according to law. 
I believ e that the 
grand jury was not influenced 
in 
making the finding that it did in this 
instance. I am going to trav el on the 
theory that the grand jury did act 
honestly .’’ 
J udge Blair continued by pointing 
out that the law say s the grand jury 
may meet as it pleases and when it 
p leases, an d that the court can not 
co n tro l its deliberations in the least. 
He declared that the grand jury has 
a legal right to withhold indictments 
as long as it pleases, and that if it 
sees fit not to return any indictments 
until the last day or the nex t to the 
last day of the term of court, no one 
—not ev en the court—can prev ent 
the grand jury from doing it. 
J udge Blair 
cited an 
imaginary 
rase similar to the one in question. 
ITe said he believ ed it was the intent 
of the statute that a man charged in 
a errand jury indictment should be 
held until the proper steps could be 
taken to bring charges against him, 
in case the indictment were found to 
be faulty . 
“ It is argued.” continued the court, 
“ that the prosecuting witness could 
file an affidav it in any justice’s court 


and hold the prisoner in this case 


until the court meets. 
It should be 


kept in mind that the prosecuting 
witness in any criminal action has no 
more to do with the case than any 
Other witness. Many people who are 
injured in the sight of the law, are 
loathe to appear in court, and cases 
hav e come to my attention where the 
prosecuting witness, or persons in­ 
jured by the action of others, ran 
away and ignored the law. 
“ I am going on the theory that this 
indictment was returned for the State 
and not for the indiv idual. 
If such 
is the case, the time will come when 
the prosecuting witness, and not this 
prisoner will suffer.” 
“ This order may work a hardship 
on Mr. Blakemon,” said J udge Blair 
at the conclusion of his talk, “ and it 
is too bad that such is the case, but 
the grand jury saw fit to return this 
indictment at a time when it was nex t 
to impossible to hold the prisoner by 
any thing other than an order of the 
court. 
The law works hardships on 
all people—the poor and humble as 
well as the most prominent. The law 
is so elear on the subject that the 
ex ceptions will be ov erruled and the 
order to hold the prisoner be kept in 
force. 
“ I will reduce the bond to any rea­ 
sonable amount which the prisoner 
believ es he can giv e. I will reduce it 
from $500 to $300. 
Any time that 
y ou think y ou can giv e any thing like 
a reasonable bond, y on will be giv en 
Continued on n« ere elerht.

Another inquest in the Harris in­ 
v estigation was 
held in the court 
house this 
afternoon. 
Dr. A. G. 
Shauck came ov er from Arlington at 
noon today , and immediately w it­ 
nesses began to appear on the third 
floor of the court house. 
The time 
for the filing of the 
v erdict in the 
case appears to be more indefinite 
than ev er. 
At least four witnesses testified be­ 
fore the coroner 
this 
afternoon. 
There may hav e been more people be­ 
fore the coroner, but that is all that 
were observ ed to 
enter 
the grand 
jury room where the 
inquest 
was 
held. 
It was giv en oul Thursday by of­ 
ficials who are assisting in the in­ 
quest that only three witnesses re­ 
mained to be ex amined, aside from 
those who testified Thursday after­ 
noon. 
One more than that, howev er, 
was before the coroner this after­ 
noon. 
That upholds the theory that the 
coroner is continually being giv en ad­ 
ditional tips and clews on the my s­ 
terious death of Mrs. Harris. 
The 
coroner has already confirmed the 
statement, credited to him, that it is 
his belief Mrs. Harris was dead be­ 
fore the house was set on fire. This, 
of course, causes the belief that tlie 
v erdict will be one of murder. 
The cautious manner in which the 
officials are conducting the probe has 
caused rumors to be set afloat that 
the case, in tlie light in which it is 
v iewed with all of the ev idence at 
hand, is v ery serious, and must be 
handled with ex treme care and pre­ 
caution. 
The report that the officers con­ 
ducting the inv estigation would con­ 
sult with J udge Blair 011 his arriv al 
here to hear the Blakemon case, w*as 
labeled a s false and without founda­ 
tion today by an officer interested in 
the inv estigation. 
It has been told 
that the officers wished the adv ice of 
the court in the matter. 
It is pointed 
out that the court does not enter into 
the inv estigation at this period, and 
not at all unless the v erdict of the 
eoroner is such that necessitates the 
calling of the grand jury in special 
session.

W ashington, March 23.—A resolu­ 
tion proposing an amendment to the 
constitution authorizing a radical re­ 
organization of the legislative branch 
of the federal government has been 
prepared by Representative Lindbergh 
of Minnesota. 
The Lindbergh resolution will pro­ 
vide for a house of representatives of 
315 members, with no upper branch. 
Three hundred members would be 
elected for term s of seven y ears. Fif­ 
teen of the members would be elected 
by the country at large, each for a 
term of fifteen y ears. 
Mr. Lindergh’s 
resolution will provide th at the fifteen 
members thus elected shall be known 
as the committee at large. 
The committee at large will have a 
veto power over legislation passed by 
the house proper. 
Legislation disap­ 
proved by the committee at large 
would not go to the president for ap­ 
proval unless passed over the com­ 
m ittee’s veto by a two-thirds vote of 
the house. 
The Lindbergh resolution 
will provide that only native born 
Americans shall be eligible for elec­ 
tion to the committee at large. 
The 
reason for this is that with the office 
of vice president abolished succession 
to the presidency is 
provided for 
through the committee. 
In the event 
of disability or death of the president, 
the Lindbergh plan provides that the 
chairman of the committee shall suc­ 
ceed to the office. 
The principle of the recall will be a 
prominent feature of the Lindbergh 
resolution. 
It will provide that any 
member of the house or any member 
of the committee at large may be re­ 
called at any biennial election. 
“The 
senate is no longer responsive to pub­ 
lic sentim ent,” said Lindbergh. 
“A 
house of 300 members 
could work 
more ex peditiously and with better 
results than a house of 391 members 
as at present or a house of 432 mem­ 
bers, such as we will have in the nex t 
congress.”

Blakem on* attorney declared that 
the prosecuting attorney would most 
likely not hold any prominent citizen 
of the community under such a guise 
as Blakemon w as being held, and that 
the law was intended to treat all peo­ 
ple alike. 
He said that, as the prose­ 
cuting attorney said, Blakemon might 
be held two weeks, three months, a 
y ear or two y ears, on the same kind 
of an order, if this was to remain in I 
effect in Blokemon’s ease. 
J ohn C. Cheney , deputy prosecu­ 
tor of Shelby county , who had charge 
o f the grand jury when the indictment 
was returned against Blakemon, ap­ 
peared against Blakemon’s attorney s, 
lie said that the order of the court 
would hold good for an almost indefi­ 
nite length of time— a 
y ear or two 
y ears— if he saw fit to 
keep it in

It was to this that Blake-
